his home in Hove, of Mr. W. K. 
Lusty, aged 75, recalls the spectacular 
development of Lloyd Loom woven 
fibre furniture. For it was through 
his forethought and drive that this 
famous furniture entered the market 
previously held by cane and wicker. 

Cinema seats were another of his 
interests and some of the leading 
theatres and stadiums in the country 
were equipped with Lusty seats. And, 
of course; boxes and packing cases, 
crates and barrels, are other products 
for which the firm of Lusty is famous

How Lloyd Loom Started 


It was in 1920, after visiting U.S.A. 
that Mr. Lusty acquired the patent 
rights of Lloyd Loom woven fibre 
furniture; in 1921 he began manu- 
facture at Bromley-by-Bow. This 
introduction to the furniture world 
soon led to further developments. 
These took the form of kitchen furni- 
ture, white wood furniture, kitchen 
fitments and occasional furniture. By 
1930, Lusty products were firmly 
established, 

By 1939 full control had been taken 
of G. Ellis & Co—a firm that had 
then extended its activities to joinery 
and box and case manufacture. 

In the blitz on September 7, 
the great factory of 
it contained at Bromley-by-Bow was 
utterly destroyed by enemy action, 
thus curtailing the company’s activities 
to their Hackney and Poplar factories. 

There under Mr. Lusty’s guidance, 
many war contracts were handled. At 
the end of the war. in 1945, he had 
already envisaged plans for -the re- 
building of the Bromley factory, 
although then at an age when most 
men consider retiring from active 
business 

The frustrations and difficulties of 
the time made the rebuilding a slow 
process, but thanks to Mr. Lusty’s 
drive and energy, and the assistance of

Mr. Lusty gave his years in the 
service of his company, which he built 
up from small beginnings to a flourish- 
ing concern which, in 1939, was giving 
employment to 3,000 people.

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Retailers Oppose New Move 


On Furniture Marking 


Another Protest Against Publie at 
Exhibitions: N.A.R.F.’S. 4 Reasons 


C' IMPULSORY marking of 
furniture, preferential discount 
trading, staff recruitment and retail 
mark up prices were the 
topics reviewed at a meeting of the 
National Council of N.A.R.F. in 
Manchester, on Tuesday, with the 
National Chairman, Mr. S. Latin, 
in the chair. 

The report of the National Execu- 
tive Committee, presented by Mr. 
L. T. N. Harris, of London, vice- 
chairman of the committee, referred 
to the compulsory marking of furni- 
ture and pointed out: 

“A New Merchandise Marks Bill 
is now going through Parliament. 
During the House of Lords stage an 
amendment was tabled to provide for 
the compulsory marking of goods with 
the manufacturers’ names and 
addresses, it being an offence to 
remove such a mark. The Association 
presented retailers’ views on_ this 
subject to the Government, and the 
amendment was defeated 

“It is understood the manu- 
facturers’ organisations are press- 
ing for this provision on the House 
of Commons stage of the Bill and 
the situation will be carefully 
watched.” 

Recording that further representa- 
tions had been received from the 
South Eastern Area Council deprecat- 
ing the continued policy of the B.F.M 
in admitting the public to furniture 
trade exhibitions, the report observed : 

“The primary object of the 
exhibitions is to show new furniture 
to the trade, but trade buyers are 
seriously inconvenienced by _ the 
presence of the public to the extent 
that they are reluctant to attend the 


among 


exhibition on the days of public 
admittance; that in consequence some 
manufacturers arrange their own 
private exhibitions elsewhere, which is 
also an inconvenience to trade buyers 
from the provinces; evidence is not 
lacking that some manufacturers have 
arranged for retailers’ staffs to man 
their stands during hours of public 
admittance; and finally the general 
level of furniture shown, with few 
exceptions, cannot but have an adverse 
effect on the public who visit the 
exhibitions 

“For these substantial reasons, 
therefore, the Council is recom- 
mended that further strong repre- 
sentations be made to the B.F.M. 
to revise their policy on this con- 
tentious subject.” 

The report of the Merchandise 
Committee, presented by Mr. H. S. 
Cave, of Birmingham, who is chair- 
man of the Committee, recorded :- 

“A strong protest has been made 
against the imposition of a service 
charge by a furniture manufacturer 
who maintains showrooms in London, 
in connection with business which 
arises from customers who are 
introduced to the showroom by 
retailers N.A.R.F., of course, 
acknowledges the justification of a 
charge where manufacturers execute 
business through a retailer in cases 
where the customer goes direct to the 
showroom.” 

On the subject of retail mark up, 
the report observed: “The recom- 
mendation made by the Association to 
the B.F.M. as to the basis of marking 
up prices at the recent exhibition 
appear to have been adhered to by 
most, if not all, manufacturers and has 
now become, with a few exceptions, 


Midland Furnishers Press for P.T. Rebate 


T the May meeting of the West 
Midlands Area Council of 
N.A.R.F., a resolution, proposed by 
Mr. G. T. Mayhew, was unanimously 
passed requesting the National Council 
to continue its efforts to obtain a 
rebate when members’ stocks are 
affected. 
The resolution ran :— 
“This meeting of the West Mid- 
lands Area Council of the N.A.R-F. 
whilst welcoming the reduction of 


purchase tax indicated in the recent 
budget and hoping it will be pro- 
gressively reduced until it no longer 
applies to members’ goods which are 
“home necessities,” strongly depre- 
cates the fact that these concessions 
are again made at the expense of the 
retailer and protests at the injustice 
thus imposed, and _ requests the 
National Council to continue its 
demand for a rebate when stocks are 
affected.”

aware that retailers are exercising 
their freedom to work on margins 
both above and below this particular 
level. 

“It is apparent, however, that some 
manufacturers of branded price 
advertised furniture have agreed on a 
common policy not to regard as price- 
cutting any retailer who sells their 
products on the basis of cost plus tax 
(if any) plus a mark-up of less than 
the recommended figure of 40 per cent 
down to 334 per cent Thus the 
position could arise where the same 
goods might be offered by different 
retailers at different prices. In fact 
no specific cases of price-cutting of 
branded furniture have been reported. 


Meeting on “Price Cutting” 
to be Deferred 


Your committee has considered 
whether they should seek a joint 
meeting with the B.F.M. on this 
subject, but it is thought that as the 
position is still somewhat fluid, any 
further joint discussions on _ this 
matter should be deferred for the time 
being.” 

Referring to purchase tax, and to 
the f that the Government has 


tact 
come to the conclusion that there is no 
alternative but to accept the recom- 
mendations of the Hutton Committee, 
the report indicated that the National 
Joint Committee is seeking the aid of 
M.P.’s with a view to tabling an 
amendment to this year’s Finance Bill 
on the lines of that introduced last 
year to provide for compensation in 
respect of existing stocks. 

While emphasising that the 25 per 
cent all-round reduction in the rates

of purchase has involved members in 
very substantial losses in respect of 
stocks in hand upon which the reduced 
rates were passed on to the public 
immediately, the report declared :— 

“It is anticipated, however, that 
the reduced rates will have achieved 
their object of stimulating public 
demand, thereby shifting retailers’ 
pre-Budget stocks and _ enabling 
them to replace with goods bearing 
the lower rates ¥ tax.” 

Discussing the Code of Trading 
Practice, the report observed :— 

“Your committee is desirous of 
obtaining the elimination of the 
financial position which enables small 
hotels to buy direct if the orders 
placed exceed £1,000 which is incap- 
able of being readily checked, and in 
return is prepared to reduce the num- 
ber of bedrooms to an acceptable 
figure, below which all hotel contract 
work would be reserved to retailers, 
irrespective of value of orders placed.” 


Big Promotion Schemes 


“From my observations, the trade 
—in its approach to post-war nor- 
mality—has learned nothing new, 
and seems to be reverting to much 
of its pre-war methods,” Mr. Latin 
told members of the Council In 
this respect, the working committees 
of N.A.R.F. have been applying 
their minds as to how the modern 
needs of the trade could best be 
served through the medium of the 
Association. 

“We have, therefore, been apply- 
ing our minds to various promotion 
schemes with a view to promoting 
and sustaining interest in furniture 
in the public mind. They take the 
form of special weeks or fortnights 
focused upon different 
our trade. 

“Their simultaneous 
throughout every furniture shop in 
the country, together with the appro- 
priate publicity, would focus public 
interest on these various sections 
By constant repetition year after 
year they would educate the public

application 


to look upon these special efforts as- 


being their guide in making 
chases and stimulating demand 

‘In addition, there is an ambitious 
scheme to promote exhibitions in all 
large centres, and we are in active 
negotiation with this objective in 
view. The idea is to confine these 


pur- 


exhibitions to furniture and furnish- 
ings only. Exhibitors would be con- 
fined to the furniture trade. 

“Eventually, these exhibitions 
would come to be known by the pub- 
lic as the mannequin parades of the 
furniture trade, bringing into each 
area the latest models and designs 
produced by the trade. 

“T now want to come to what 
must be the most paramount prob- 
lem in the mind of every furnisher 
in these difficult times—how to 
equate rising overhead costs with 
the struggle to maintain turnover ? 


Operating Expenses Enquiry 


“T believe that the old haphazard 
method of hit and miss, and hoping 
for the best, must give way to a 
more scientific approach to the 
problem. With this in view, 
N.A.R.F. are about to introduce an 
operating expense enquiry. 

“We earnestly enjoin members to 
give their fullest support to the idea. 
We would then be in a position to 
advise any member on where he 
may be going wrong in the conduct 
of his business, and it would give to 
us as a trade the necessary definite 
knowledge as to the most economical 
mark up upon which the trade could 
work. 

‘In addition, it would give us a 
whole lot of other information, 
armed with which we could always 
answer those who are ever ready to 
criticise the retailer. 

“T want to add to the 
trade’s protest relating 
Tax matters. It is iniquitous that 
the ordinary trader should be sub- 
ject to the hazards of buying which, 
due to Purchase Tax, become specu- 
lative only as to how much loss he 
may be involved in—without the 
possibilities of any compensating 
gain.” 

Mr. H. S. Cave (Birmingham) 
urged that N.A.R.F. should try to 
arrange a joint meeting of manufac- 
turers and retailers. During a visit 
to Wycombe he had found that 
directors of important manufactur- 
ing concerns did not really under- 
stand that the B.F.M. were support- 
ing a compulsory marking scheme 
as opposed to a voluntary scheme. 

“It is unfortunate that manufac- 
turers are going against the wishes 
of N.A.R.F. with regard to compul- 
sory marking, and it is an example 
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of the sort of thing we could discuss 
at a joint meeting,” Mr. Cave added. 
“Such discussions would clear the 
air and do good for the trade in 
general.” 

Stressing that exhibitions should 
be confined to the trade, Mr. C. L 
Kerr (Greenwich) said he had not 
met a manufacturer who wanted the 
public admitted. 

The Council reaffirmed its opposi- 
tion to the admittance of the public 
to exhibitions. 

On the subject of staff recruit- 
ment, Mr. L. T. N. Harris (London) 
said it was difficult to get assistants 
in London. The problem was that 
the country was becoming accus- 
tomed to the five-day working week 
Consequently, any form of Saturday 
work was unpopular, and the posi- 
tion was worsening. More and more 
people had Saturday off, and more 
and more assistants were required 
to cope with increased Saturday 
trading. 

Mr. Stanley W. Perring (London) 
found no great difficulty in recruit- 
ing staff, and suggested it was a 
subject upon which one could not 
generalise. Wages often influenced 
the position. 

Mr. E. M. Rowlands (Leeds) 
believed they might have to consider 
the introduction of superannuation 
schemes as a means of increasing 
the flow of recruits to the trade. 

Referring to B.S.I. standards and 
performance tests for furniture, Mr. 
J. H. Easdon (Chislehurst) said that 
while the performance tests might 
have some scientific approach they 
were not suitable for furniture. 
Scientists could prove anything, but 
these tests were proving that 
scientists were sometimes wrong. 

Mr. Easdon said there was noth- 
ing to suggest that these tests would 
not let through shoddy furniture. It 
meant a standard much lower than 
the Utility standard, although the 
President of the Board of Trade 
had said it would be a_ higher 
standard.

plywood prices in the Irish 
Republic are about half those 
quoted to furniture manufac- 
turers in this country. One 
maker has calculated that this 
disparity may mean as much as 
one pound added to the retail 
price of a dining-room suite. 
*%&* Since this is a matter 
which deeply concerns every 
cabinet manufacturer, every re- 
tailer and every consumer, we are 
entitled to ask the reasons for 
these disproportionate plywood 
prices. 

If an importer in Eire (to which 
country shipping and _ other 
charges must be comparable with 
those to England) can acquire 
Russian plywood at a price which 
is approximately half that charged 
in this country, there must be 
something very seriously wrong. 

We are also entitled to ask 
whether the manner in which our 
National Stock of plywood is be- 
ing liquidated, and imports cur- 
tailed, is having the effect of 
creating shortages and forcing up 
prices to a degree that must be 
seriously damaging to the furni- 
ture industry.

Sons, 
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National Chamber 
Calls For Rebate 


on Purchase Tax 


RISING out of the National 
Chamber of Trade annual con- 
ference at Douglas, Isle of Man, this 
week, the Government will be pressed 
to devise a scheme for purchase tax 
rebate; to free all stationery from 
purchase tax; to allow a special low 
rate of gas and electricity for trade 
users; and to appoint a Royal Com- 
mission of Enquiry into the gas and 
electricity industries. 

On the question of purchase tax 
rebate, delegates agreed that it was 
not for the Chamber to formulate 
another scheme, but that it was up to 
the Government to find the solution to 
meet their just cause. 

It was pointed out by Mr. C. M. 
Werry, of Bath, that the failure of 
the Government to pay compensation 
could cause crippling losses, especially 
to the small man who had to sacrifice 
income and, in many_ cases, capital. 

Another outcome of the conference 
is that the Minister of Transport will 
be asked to exempt holders of “C 
licences and their drivers from the 
keeping of records in respect of 
journeys made with vehicles employed 
in local delivery, within a radius of 
25 miles. 

It was also decided to urge the 
Government to amend the regula- 
tion controlling receipt stamp duty, 
so that the affixing of a 2d. stamp 
to receipts for cash will not be 
necessary for sums of under £5.

How To Choose Furnishings 


NGENUITY and _ resourcefulness 
can often overcome the disad- 
vantage of a store site on the outskirts 
of a city, and proof of this lies in 
the great success of the exhibition 
held each spring by H. Ponsford, 
Ltd., of London Road, Sheffield. 

Ponsfords’ store is situated on a 
main road about two miles from Shef- 
field’s shopping centre, and because 
of this the firm is constantly striving 
to find new ways of attracting the 
public to their premises. 

The annual spring exhibition was 
started a few years ago, and has done 
much to bring the store to the notice 
of Sheffield people. This year Pons- 
fords’ gave a new twist to the idea 
by holding the exhibition in conjunc- 
tion with film parties, at which fur- 
nishing films were shown followed by 
light refreshments. 

The idea of a film show came from 
Miss L. Ward, who has been with 
Ponsfords for many years. Mr. C. H. 
Ponsford, a director of this family 
concern, saw the possibilities of such 
a scheme, and as the firm had the 
space and facilities it was decided to 
give it a trial this year during the 
annual exhibition. 


How The Show Was Put On 


A section of the first floor was 
cleared and it was found that at least 
forty chairs could be accommodated. 
This number was later increased 
because of the demand for tickets, 
and on some occasions eighty people 
were seated in the miniature cinema. 

Mr. Ponsford engaged a local firm 


of specialists to project the films pro- 
fessionally. In his view, if a show of 
this sort is attempted it has to be 
done really well if it is to be success- 
ful. The firm brought their own 
screen, projector and sound equip- 
ment, A large screen was used, and 
there were no “technical hitches” as 
the job was handled professionally. 


It was felt that films of an instruc- 
tional kind would be most suitable 
because as Mr. Ponsford remarked: 
“Customers choosing furniture and 
other furnishings such as carpets like 
to feel they have some background 
knowledge of the subject. Any type 
of film could be shown merely to 
attract an audience, but if films with 
a furnishing bias are used a double 
purpose is served.” 


The Two Films Chosen 


The show lasted an hour, and two 
films were shown—* Accent on Car- 
pet” and “ Home Design.” 

“Accent on Carpet” is a colour 
film produced for Carpet Trades, Ltd., 
Kidderminster, showing the stages in 
carpet production.

They are aided by “Miss Arty,” 
played by Joyce Grenfell, who fills 
their home with all kinds of badly 
designed furniture and equipment, and 
a host of unnecessary detail. Then 
“Miss Design” steps in, and trans- 
forms each room in accordance with 
sound principles. She advises the 
couple to ask always: “ Does it work, 
and is it attractive? ” The film makes 
its points in a humorous way. 


Hospitality to Store’s Guests 


Immediately after each performance 
light refreshments were available for 
visitors, free of charge. People were 
invited to enjoy these in the room 
interiors set out on the next floor, 
and then to browse round the exhibi- 
tion at their leisure. The catering 
was done professionally by a leading 
local firm. 

Ponsfords carried out extensive 
advertising in the local Press, inviting 
people to apply for free tickets for 
the film shows. The firm are 
fortunate in having parking facilities, 
and this was also mentioned in the 
advertisement. 

Discussing the film shows with 
Furnishing World, Mr. Ponsford 
emphasised that addresses obtained 
from people applying for tickets were 
not used for any other purpose such 
as canvassing or circularising. “ That 
sort of thing,” he said, “does more 
harm than good.”

It was agreed 
that all extra time put in should be 
credited and added to the holidays of 
shop staff, while other staff were paid 
for the extra time they had worked. 


Sell chairs to your own 
local shops—because. . . 


A Rested Shopper Will BUY 


A* appeal for more chairs for the 
woman shopper appeared re- 
cently in a Scottish daily paper, the 
writer saying that in many stores 
customers could be seen “sneaking 
into chairs in furniture departments 
because these are the only seats to be 
found between floors.” 
The writer referred only to Scottish 
stores, but there are many shops and 


stores in England and Wales where a 
similar state of affairs exists. 

Herd is an opportunity for the 
enterprising furnisher to develop a 
market for chairs of many types to 
suit every kind of shop in his area. 

Many will not realise the variety 
of chairs available which are particu- 
larly suitable for their type of busi- 
ness, and this could be brought to 
their notice by circulars offering 
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appropriate lines to each class of 
trader, 

Point out in your circulars the 
advantages of providing enough 
chairs in the shop. A tired shopper is 
an irritable shopper, prepared to 
criticise; a very tired shopper will 
often postpone a purchase because 
she wants to get home to rest her feet. 


Chairs to Fit the Bill 

For shops selling any type of food- 
stuffs—baker, dairy, grocer—you 
can stress the good impression made 
on customers by hygienic chairs with 
washable upholstery in bright 
colours. 

For fashion businesses such as 
dress and shoe shops, and the per- 
fumery and cosmetic departments of 
stores, you can offer both good repro- 
duction and contemporary chairs, 
upholstered to blend with their exist- 
ing décor. 

Where space is very restricted, 
advise traders that you can supply 
stools taking up little room, or stack- 
ing chairs which can be stored in a 
small area after the shop is closed. 


The Shopper With Children 


Do not overlook the problem of 
where to seat the children. Many 
mothers have the habit of resting their 
children on the counter, and although 
this is tolerated by the shopkeeper it 
is unpopular because the youngsters 
are often in the way when the 
assistant wants to display merchan- 
dise, and most of them have the 
habit of drumming their heels 
against the wood or glass front of the 
counter. Miniature chairs for the 
small child are a solution to this 
problem, and there is no reason why 
these should not be offered to other 
departments as well as the baby linen 
sections. 

The problem of seating applies as 
much to the bigger store with several 
floors as to the small concern. Large 
departmental stores are favoured by 
many women because they like to do 
all their shopping under one roof, 
but they do want to have a rest 
between floors. Not all stores have 
a restaurant—one solution to this 
problem—and a _ popular feature 
would be a small lounge with chairs 
grouped round tables set with ash- 
trays and periodicals, which could also 
carry leaflets advertising bargain 
offers or new lines in the store’s vari- 
ous departments. If a lounge of this 
type is situated near the first floor 
lift, shoppers can see that they have 
the chance of a rest during their tour 
of the store. 

Another advantage of this type of 
lounge is that customers soon get into 
the habit of meeting friends there 
before beginning their shopping tour 
of the building.

The Size of a Firm is 


No Obstacle To Large Contracts 


MONG regular readers of our 

“ Advance News of Furnishing 

Contracts” are many smaller firms, 

some of whom would regard an order 

for furnishing part of an internation- 

ally famous hotel as something com- 
pletely out of their reach. 

Here is a story which proves just 
how wrong that attitude can be. 
Recently the Dorchester Hotel in 
Park Lane invited tenders for fur- 
nishing the new wing of their build- 
ing, which had to be completed 
quickly to accommodate a large num- 
ber of Coronation visitors. 

The furniture was to be architect- 
designed, the architect responsible 
being Mr. Lloyd of Curtis, Green, 
Son & Lloyd. 

The new extension of the hotel 
comprised thirty bedrooms—divided 
into twenty bed-sitting-rooms and ten 
single bedrooms—and five corridors. 


Rush Work With Small Staff 

The firm which succeeded in getting 
the order was not a vast concern, but 
one employing only about twenty men 
in their workshops. Gregory & Co. 
(Bruton Street), Ltd., whose tender 
was accepted, have a small cabinet- 
making section in addition to their 
antiques department. 

Work was started on the contract 
at the beginning of February, carried 
out at top-speed by staff working long 
hours, and completed just after Fur- 
nishing World went to press last week. 

The furniture produced is of French 
walnut, partly hand- and partly 
machine-made, and includes 3 feet 
3 inch divan-settee units incorporating 
book shelves, with additional storage 
room under lift-up padded cushions 
along the back, 

Other pieces are a dressing table/ 
sideboard with stepped triple swing 
mirrors which can be pushed down to 
a height of a few inches when not 
required. This piece has a centre 
drawer and two pedestals containing 
glass-fronted trays. The drawer and 
cupboards are fitted with locks and 
keys. 

The order also covered a writing 
table with three drawers and a glass 
top, and a luggage cupboard with 
linoleum lining, which has a hinged 
front completely screening the cases 
inside. Also supplied were writing 
and dressing-table chairs upholstered 
in off-white hide, and square-arm easy 
chairs with loose covers of figured 
satin.

There is no ceiling lighting in the 
rooms, but for local illumination, 
Gregorys made the lamp-standards 
and supplied the shades. These in- 
cluded a wooden floor standard with 
black and gilded base, and a lacquer 
red stem, fitted with a pleated shade. 

Various decorative woods were used 
for bedside lamp standards, and 
dressing-table lighting was provided 
by twin lamps attached to the top of 
the centre mirror. 

Gregorys also selected and supplied 


the materials used for soft furnishings 
and upholstery. The fabric chosen 
for curtains and cushions was Morton 
Sundour’s “ Beverley,” a brocade with 
contemporary treatment of an Empire 
design. This was supplied in three 
colours: acid-yellow, peach and 
green. Divan covers in nigger brown 
with a flecked gold shell pattern came 
from the Gainsborough Silk Weaving 
Co., Ltd., and figured-satin loose 
covers from J. Pallu & Co., Ltd.

Working Properties of 


HE speed with which political 
events and their economic reper- 
cussions can make a revolution in the 
outlook of an industry has been 
strikingly illustrated in the furniture 
trade. Now the more knowledgeable 
members of the public are becoming 
familiar with outlandish terms such as 
afara, abara, utile, and so forth, whic 
before the war were practically un- 
known even to the manufacturer. An 
almost limitless source of timber 
wealth lay, in a sense, on Britain’s 
doorstep, unexplored and unexploited. 
But now almost all popular and 
high-class furniture manufactured in 
this country embodies hardwoods from 
the British Commonwealth. The dollar 
shortage, which severed so abruptly 
the transatlantic hardwood trade, is of 
course, entirely responsible for this 
change. 

These woods are still perhaps used 
somewhat too apologetically, in defer- 
ence to conservative public taste. 
Their natural beauty, often consider- 
able and sometimes very great, tends 
to be screened by decorous oak and 
walnut veneers or is hidden in the 
secret parts of wardrobes and drawers 
But nevertheless the development has 
been progressive and stimulating. One 
of its interesting effects is to stimu- 
late designers to try for unusual and 
refreshing finishes. 

Manufacturers have not by 
means had to make the most of 
job. Prestige of the “new” hard- 
woods increases rapidly as the many 
examples of their decorative use (such 
as the Speaker’s chair in the House of 
Commons, executed in Australian 
Black Bean) become known to the 
public.

Lesser Known Timbers 


Most of these timbers come, of 
course, from West Africa at present, 
but Australia, British Honduras, 
British Guiana, Sarawak, and the 
Bahamas, and many other regions, all 
contribute their varying quota. 


One of the minor difficulties which 
causes considerable confusion to 
buyers is the multiplicity of names 
which attaches to each of these woods 
depending on the district of its origin. 
Opepe, for instance, often a useful 
substitute for mahogany, goes under 
at least twelve different names, as fol- 
lows: Badi, Kusiabo or Kusia, Akon- 
doc, Aloma, Gulu, Bonkangu, Negulu, 
Maza, Bonkese, Kantate, Bilinga. 


Manufacturers will, therefore, find 
it pays to have to hand a guide to 
timbers such as those contained in the 
various booklets published by the Tim- 
ber Development Association and 
H.M. Stationery Office. 


Distinguishing the species and strain 
is often further confused by consider- 
able differences in properties often ex- 
hibited by specimens of exactly the 
samte species brought from different 
localities. These differences are due 
to environmental factors, climate, soil, 
and so forth, which influence the 
growth of the trees. 

This market has been developed in 
the face of considerable economic and 
practical difficulties. Primitive trans- 
port in Africa and elsewhere has 
proved a serious impediment as has 
also the absence of industrial facilities 
on the spot. 

It would obviously be far cheaper to 
mill the timber into boards before 
shipping, but this has so far proved 
impracticable and therefore it has all 
to be transported across the sea as 
logs. 

Many manufacturers are still natur- 
ally unfamiliar with the properties of 
the different kinds and, in fact, new 
woods keep appearing on the market 
about which a great deal is still not 
known. Useful work on the subject 
has and is being done at Princes Ris- 
borough. The following notes based 
partly on information collected by the 
T.D.A. may therefore prove a useful 
general guide to manufacturers.

wil hotter weather in the offing 
manufacturers should take pre- 
cautions against the shortened pot-life 
troubles which have occurred too fre- 
quently in previous years.

Roof lights and windows should be 
colour-washed to prevent sunlight 
falling on the resin at any stage.

It is a good plan to 
dilute the glue slightly by a 5 per 
cent addition of water or ice while 
the mixer is working to replace the 
water lost through evaporation.

A less familiar wood, specialised, but 
with great potentialities, is Kokrodua. 
This wood is very similar in proper- 
ties to teak. 

More use could undoubtedly be made 
of this timber in the best types of 
furniture. As the comparison sug- 
gests it is very hard and strong, stable 
and durable. It is also easy to machine 
and, as far as present experience 
teaches, could be used wherever teak 
would be suitable. It looks well when 
polished and turned. 

A wood possessing an attractive 
appearance which could be more 
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widely used is Mansonta—it may, in 
fact, be used as a substitute for wal- 
nut and is eminently suitable for high- 
class furniture and cabinetmaking. 
Working very easily, it gives a fine 
finish and accepts screws and glue 
well 

Nyarkom is rather a resinous wood, 
but some types are useful for cabinet 
work, mouldings and suchlike work. 

The properties of Obeche, a most 
useful maid-of-all-work, are well 
known. It, like Afara, might well be 
used as a substitute for softwood. 
Comparatively soft, obeche machines 
easily and well—it is used extensively 
for blockboard and plywood. 

A wood to be seasoned carefully is 
Opepe—it has a tendency to check or 
split. Its strength is outstanding—ex- 
ceeding in some respects that of 
English oak. 

Splitting must again be watched for 
in nailing or screwing. 

Opepe finishes extremely well and 
does not dull tools unduly considering 
its hardness. 

Sapele, often known as_ Sapele 
Mahogany, a deservedly popular wood, 
is one of the few tropical timbers 
which has built its position on its 
decorative qualities. 

It is used extensively in veneering 
furniture, resembles African Mahog- 
any, and is characterised by a marked 
and regular stripe. 

Sapele seasons well if cut on the 
quarter, and is very strong and hard. 
It glues easily and is excellent for 
veneering. 


Fluorescent Lighting Needs 


Expert Planning 


OST furniture manufacturers 
have been remarkably quick to 
appreciate the value of modern light- 
ing eo Good lighting, it is 
recognised, by eliminating fatigue, by 
increasing accuracy in machining, by 
improving matching of finishes, ‘and 
so on, will make a most notable con- 
tribution to output and to quality. In 
addition the psychological benefits of 
a cheerfully lit shop are incalculable. 
Even in works not generally re- 
markable for up-to-date methods 
fluorescent tubes are rapidly ousting 
filament lamps. (A decisive factor in 
bringing about this change has, of 
course, been the extremely low com- 
parative working cost of fluorescent 
lighting.) But far too often the value 
of the change ts lost through inex pert 
arrangement of the lighting. 

The importance of having fluores- 
cent lighting installed by an expert 
cannot be too strongly emphasised. 
The point was well put in the book- 
let, “ Lighting in Industry” (British 
Electrical Development Association) : 


‘Just as fluorescent lighting pre 
sents great lighting opportunities it 
must also be recognised that careless 
and unimaginative methods of instal- 
lation can have disastrous conse- 
quences. A precision camera can pro- 
duce infinitely better results than a 
box camera, but in inferior hands it 
is also capable of producing much 
inferior results.” 


Sharpening Cutting Tools 


[' is most important to ensure that 

the minimum of heat is generated 
in sharpening the edges of woodwork- 
ing tools The wrong. grinding 
technique or the use of too hard a 
wheel may cause permanent damage 
to the blades or teeth. 

In grinding cemented carbide tools 
it may well pay to use diamond abra- 
sive wheels even though these are 
initially expensive—they will have a 
very much longer life than even sili- 
con carbide wheels. 
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Cutting Costs by Better 


Sanding—and _ Less 


N too many sanding rooms there is 
still considerable wastage of time, 
materials and labour owing to insuffi- 
cient knowledge of the nature and 
grades of abrasives and the proper 
a and adjustment of sanding 
nachinery. 

One important fault which is preva- 
lent should first of all be tackled since 
it is a basic fault in policy and indi- 
cates an incorrect attitude towards 
woodworking and the relative func- 
tions of machining and sanding. This 
is the use of far too heavy pressure 
during sanding and the devotion of too 
much time and space to sanding. 
(Some manufacturers boast .of the 
large space devoted to sanding in their 
shops as if this were a guarantee of 
the quality of finish.) 

To deal with the first point 
mechanical sanders cut by reason of 
their high speed. Pressure will not 
improve results but will merely result 
in wastage of materials and unneces- 
sary wear and tear on machinery. 


A False Economy 


Heavy pressure and over-much sand- 
ing is, of course, an attempt to make 
up for bad machining. But it is a 
false economy. Planing machines if 
accurately set, maintained and 
operated, should make heavy sanding 
of this nature quite unnecessary. 

Sanding should never be asked to do 
the work of the planer—such bad pro- 
cedure will indubitably be revealed in 
the finishing shop where over-sanded 
surfaces will show shadows and other 
defects. It is a procedure which is 
also fundamentally unsound economic- 
ally. Planing is cheaper than sand- 
ing and has to be done anyway. It 
takes no longer to do it well, and if 
it is well done much time, space 
and labour need be wasted on sanding 

There are five types of abrasive grit 
of significance to the furniture maker. 
These are flint, garnet, emery, silicon 
carbide, aluminium oxide and garnet. 
The last (identical with the semi- 
precious jewel) is of by far the 
greatest importance for woodworking 
It is, of course, a natural mineral in 
common with flint and emery and is 
thus distinguished from silicon car- 
bide and aluminium oxide which are 
purely synthetic substances. 

Silicon carbide, used for abrading 
metals, is the hardest of these. 
Aluminium oxide is not quite so hard 
and sharp though it is less likely to 
fracture easily at high speeds and 
under heavy pressure

Garnet is comparatively soft—its 
hardness compares with diamond in 
the ratio 6:7.5. It has proved, on 
paper or cloth backing, to be perfectly 
satisfactory for all-round sanding 
work on wood and is most effective 
on drum sanders. It is also suitable 
for edge sanding and on revolving 
sanders fitted with shredded abrasive 
paper or cloth, 

Flint is now of no industrial im- 
portance as an abrasive owing to its 
lack of durability and cutting powers 

Aluminium oxide is made by fusing 
bauxite. Its colour when pure would 
be white, but in the impure form used 
on abrasive papers it appears black in 
colour. 

Silicon carbide is bluish black and 
crystalline—a substance of extreme 
hardness. Both synthetic abrasives are 
too hard for any but exceptional wood- 
working needs where a very fast, clean 
cutting surface is called for. 

It is obviously of great importance 
to select the correct grade of paper. 
The best method is of course empiri- 
cal. Specimens of identical panels 
should be sanded each with a paper of 
increasing coarseness and each then 
subjected to the normal finishing pro- 
cess 

The coarsest paper which will 
ensure a satisfying finish when the 
surface is stained and lacquered should 
then be adopted. If a careful examina- 
tion of costs is made it will be found 
that fine sanding is considerably more 
expensive than coarse sanding. 

An important modern development 
which has improved the efficiency of 
abrasive materials has been the use 
of the electro-static method in gluing 
the particles to the backing. 


Different Abrasive Papers 


This method ensures that the 
particles nose-dive into the glue—both 
particles and backing carry an electric 
charge—and stand in an erect position 
\ sharper, 100 per cent, cutting sur- 
face is thus produced in contrast to 
the old gravity feed method in which 
a percentage of particles would fall 
sideways and become ineffective as cut- 
ting agents 

Abrasive papers are of two kinds: 
closed coat and open coat. In the 
closed coat the grains entirely cover 
the surface of the backing whereas 
the open coat may leave 30 to 50 per 
cent of the backing exposed 

Closed coated papers are almost 
always used in woodworking. An 
open texture may, however, occasion- 
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ally help in finishing exceptionally 
fatty or soft woods where a close coat 
would become clogged immediately. 

Skin glues are still largely used for 
bonding abrasives to the paper. Such 
papers should be protected from 
moisture as well as excessive dryness 
as both conditions will affect the state 
of the glue film. Belts ordered in 
advance should be carefully stored in 
a cool, dry place 


Advantages of Synthetic Glues 


Synthetic glues have been used in 
recent years for bonding abrasive 
coatings and they do offer a number of 
advantages though they are more ex- 
pensive. They are immune from the 
effects of the damp and are not affected 
by the frictional heat generated during 
sanding. (Hide glues cannot be used 
where temperatures reach the 100 deg 
F. region since they will start to melt 
and burn.) 

Apart from these advantages of 
better performance they have a fur- 
ther operating economy to offer. Some 
firms have found it possible to use 
the paper time and again by washing 
out the particles of wood after use. 

This would, of course, be imprac- 
ticable with a hide glue. 

Sometimes cloth-backed abrasives 
are used when paper would be equally 
effective and this is obviously yp- 
economical. The reason usually is that 
paper belts have been torn owing to 
faulty adjustment, bad splicing, and 
failure to allow for some expansion 
or contraction after fitting, and have 
consequently been rejected. 

Most of the troubles experienced in 
mechanical sanding are due to faulty 
fitting of the abrasive medium. “Snak- 
ing” can be very troublesome and is 
often a cause of an unsatisfactory 
finish on furniture. It may be due to 
one or a combination of several causes. 

The maintenance of the motor 
should be carefully looked to—if 
bearings are worn or motors run un- 
evenly snaking will probably result. 

Snaking is also caused by “ creep.” 
This tendency is due to the paper being 
incorrectly wrapped. 

Felts also are a prolific cause of 
snaking. These must be kept in good 
condition and carefully fitted and there 
should be no dust between the felt and 
the paper to cause pressure. Felts 
should be examined every time the 
abrasive is fitted 

Care should be taken to see that the 
surface of the panel to be sanded is 
perfectly even to ensure satisfactory 
sanding

Softwood Control’s 
Effect on Supplies 


HE hardwood 
with great interest the recent 
announcement by the Minister of 
Materials that he saw no early pros- 
pect of abandoning control of soft- 
wood consumption. It is realised that 
the result of this announcement may 
well mean an increased call for hard- 
wood, particularly for those species 
which come in the category of “light 
hardwoods” which can be substituted 
for softwood. (Later in his state- 
ment, the Minister said that he was 
aware that, in some cases, the restric- 
tion in the use of softwood had 
resulted in more expensive hardwood 
being used.) This turn of events may 
well affect supplies to the furniture 
industry. As already pointed out by 
many hardwood importers, any sub- 
stantial call for hardwoods, particu- 
larly from the building industry, 
would mean that this demand would 
have to be met from dwindling stocks. 
West Africa continues to supply the 
bulk of our supplies of hardwood but 
the retention of the ban on the import 
of hardwoods from the non-sterling 
area means that the industries using 
hardwood are denied a choice of woods 
from this area and it follows that 
prices for hardwoods from those parts 
of the world still open to the U.K. 
importer will tend to stiffen. 
* * *

At the moment, demand for most 
species of hardwood is only moderate, 
and this is attributed in many areas 
to the quiet condition of the furniture 
trade. This moderate demand, it is 
thought, may mean that many im- 
porters will curtail their orders in the 
West African market. There have 
recently been fairly heavy shipments 
of hardwood from that area:

In the plywood section of the trade, 
again, there are reports of a falling 
away in demand from the furniture 
industry. Nevertheless, the market, in 
general, is fairly active although for- 
ward business is being very much 
cramped by a continuing shortage of 
import licences. Those importers who 
are in possession of the necessary 
licences are holding off in the hope 
that shippers’ prices, particularly in 
Finland, may weaken, but it is con- 
sidered that this is unlikely in view 
of the predominance of Finland as a 
supplier of plywood to the U.K. 
market. 
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Q. and A. on Application of 


Kite-mark to Furniture 


ANY furniture manufacturers 
are by no means clear on all the 
details of applying the Kite-mark 
scheme. These questions and answers 
may help to solve their problems. 
Selected from a list prepared by the 
B.S.I. they are based on actual queries 
received from the Trade. 


If a manufacturer comes into the 
Kite-mark scheme must he make only 
Kite-mark furniture? 

No. Each licensed manufacturer is 
free to choose which of his products 
will be sold with Kite-mark and which 
will not. The only condition is, of 
course, that the Kite-mark may be 
applied only to types of furniture 
which pass the test procedure. 


Must a manufacturer put every piece 
of furniture through the tests? 

No. The scheme requires that one 
from each batch or production run 
shall be tested as a sample. In long 
runs at least one out of every 200 
chairs or pieces of cabinet goods must 
be tested. 


Why must as many as one in each 
wo hundred pieces be tested? 

Only experience will show if this 
proportion is too high but it seemed 
to be a reasonable one to start with. 
Testing does not hold up production, 
unless the sample fails in the test, 
when the manufacturer would in any 
case wish to rectify the fault in 
materials or assembly which had 
caused the failure. 


Where should the 
placed on furniture? 

The B.S.I. does not lay down any 
precise position but assumes that the 
manufacturer will choose the best 
place without “ disfiguring ” the article. 
The place chosen must of course be 
such that the intending purchaser can 
see the mark 


Kite-mark be 


Vust all manufacturers use a uni- 
form type of label 

No. Every manufacturer can choose 
his own form of label or marking, but 
this must be submitted to the B.S.I. 
for approval before it is put into use, 
simply because the B.S.I. owns the 
Kite-mark, and is entitled to see that 
it is properly presented. Manufac- 
turers can if they wish arrange with 
their label-makers to obtain this 
approval direct from B.S.I. 


If a manufacturer has no room to 
accommodate the testing apparatus, 
how can he carry out the tests? 


The space required for testing 
apparatus is not large, but the B.S.I. 
has arranged for a number of demon- 
stration stations at technical colleges 
and the like, where, if manufacturers 
desire, they can also have sample 
pieces tested on payment of suitable 
fees. These stations will also be able 
to show manufacturers how the test 
apparatus is constructed and how it 
should be used. 


Will not the fees paid to the 
demonstration stations for testing add 
to the manufacturer's costs of produc- 
tion? 

This is true, and most manufacturers 
will almost certainly find it cheaper in 
the long run to make use of their own 
apparatus, or several manufacturers 
may arrange to pool the test apparatus 
between them. If any manufacturer 
so wishes, the B.S.I. can arrange to 
supply him either with complete 
apparatus or with the metal parts of 
the cabinet goods test rig, the latter 
being the only item which a furniture 
manufacturer cannot easily turn out 
for himself. 


Must a licensed manufacturer keep 
elaborate records of production, tests, 
and deliveries? 

No. The records needed are :— 
(a) Suppliers’ invoices or other such 

evidence to show that materials 
used rp with the requirements 
of B.S.1960. 

(b) Simple records of the perform- 
ance test showing the dates, num- 
bers of articles tested and the re- 
sults. 

The B.S.I. inspectors will wish 
to see these records on their visits 
to factories. 

No particulars of goods delivered to 
customers are required. It is there- 
fore clear that the manufacturer will 
not have to keep such meticulous 
records as would enable him to 
identify a particular piece of furniture 
some time after delivery with a par- 
ticular production batch. It is recog- 
nised that such a requirement would 
be impracticable.
